The delegates to the first convention of 
butchers began assembling this morning in 
the Lindell Hote) corridors at half past 9. The 
time set for forming the parade to the 
hall was 10 o’clock and during the 
interim the representatives of the 
different States occupied themselves 
in hunting up their delinguent brothers and 
friends.

The faces were with 
out exception placid and contented.

Local politics bas a charm 
for most, and several have sought 
the suffrages of the constituencies 
of their wards. Prospects of entertainment, 
schemes of enjoyment are considered largely, 
und with more earnestness than any other 
class of men could combine upon a subject of 
such dimensions. -have-ehi!dish ideas 
of enjoyment, and that is what keeps their 
rugged faces aglow with smiles.

MR. SAMPSON’S SPEECH. 

O. H. Sampson, Chairman of the Citizens’ 
Reception Committee ,opened the convention, 
——— during the preliminary exercises. 

he convention was begun with et ey by 
Rev. W. R. Mays of St. Paul's Church o was 
followed by Mr. Sampson. The latter gen- 
tleman, in some well-chosen words, 
told the object of the conven- 
tion. It was to prevent it it were possible the 
growth of the dressed beef monopoly and to 
raise the standards of the butchers and the 
public so high that inferior beef cannot. be 
sold. The scheme of the dressed-beef 
monopolists was a neat one. They 
offered to furnish the butchers beef ready for 
the stand at less cost than the butchers could 
kill and pooper it, but there was a weak point 
in the scheme. After the butchers had dropped 
into it the monopolists would begin to draw 
the halter tighter, and the butchers having 
disposed of their killing-houses would be 
compelled to submit to extortion. Against 
this the butchers had combined, had formed 
an association to combat it, “and he, the 
speaker, congratulated the butchers on ‘their 
forethought and fealty to the cause after 
having begun the attack. 

Mayor Francis was then introduced. St. 
Louis had rightly been called the City of Con- 
ventions, he said, and no other city could 80 
warmly welcome the delegates as this. He 
spoke of the growth of monopolies; the ten- 
dency of business was toward centrali- 
gation and in his opinion it would be a sad day 
forthe country when the beef suppiy was 
controlled by monopolies. The Mayor was 
received with great applause and each period 
of his address was applauded to the echo. 

ORGANIZING. 

A motion to appoint committees on Organ- 
ization and Credentials was made, and after 
amendment in various ways was passed. 
It provided in the end for a member 
of each committee from each 1 
tion. While these members were de 94 
selected the convention was entertain 
by Postiewaite’s band, which was seated in the 
‘gallery.

A Big Forfeiture.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 25.—The Senate 
this afternoon passed the House bill to forfeit 
the lands granted the Atlantic & Pacific Rail- 
road. As amended by the Senate Commit- 


tee the bill provides ‘‘that all the 
lands excepting the right of way, and the 
right, power and authority given to the corpo- 
ration to take from the public lands adjacent 
to the said road material of 

stone, timber, etc., for the 
struction thereof including all 
necessary grounds for station building, work- 
shops, depots, machine-shops, switches, side- 
tracks, turn-tables and water stations, here- 
tofore granted to the Atlantic 4 Pacific 
Railroad, which are adjacent to and co- 
terminus with the uncompleted portions of 
the main line of said road, embraced within 
both the granted and indemnity limits, as 
contemplated to be constructed under and 
by the provisions of the said act of July 
27, 1866, and the acts and joint resolutions sub- 
sequent thereto, and relating to the construc- 
tion of said road and teiegraph, be and the 
sameare hereby declared forfeited and re- 
stored to the public domain.’’

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Foreign News. 

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonDon, May 25.—The belief has been gen- 
eral here that to-day’s Oabinet Council would 
decide upon postponing the committee stage 
of the Home Rule bill to the autumn session, 
and possibly even to decide to promise that 
the Government will move in the Committee 
to strike out clause &, which excludes the 
Irish members from Westminster, leaving the 
House free to restore itor not, as it pleases. 
It this latter is done the second reading would 
be quite safe, but up to the present hour the 
Government showed themselves entirely un- 
willing to make so great a concession. 
The Roman Catholic bishops are under- 
stood to be acting on pressure from 
the highest quarters, persuading the 
Irish members to agree to the excision of this 
clause. The enemies of the bill urge with 
much justice, that the refusal of the Irish 
members to continue at Westminster seems 
to indicate their desire to escape anything 
which decreases the degree of separation be- 
tween the two countries. Until it is known 
what the Cabinet will decide to-day, whether 
it wil make this last and biggest concession, 
it is impossible to forecast the vote. It is cer- 
tain, however, that the immediate dissolution 
of Parliament would follow the rejection of 
the bill. ; 

THE GREEK-TURKISH TROUBLES. 

The immediate cause of’ the recent hostili- 
ties on the Greco-Turkish frontier was the 
fact that the Greek troops who served 
all winter on the frontier and had borne all 
sorts of hardships, knew that as soon as Tri- 
copis came back to power, they would be dis- 
banded and they were eager to show what 
they could do. The conflict was practically 
provoked: The losses on both sides are quite 
uncertain. One correspondent says the Greeks 
lost several hundred killed and wounded; 
another telegraphing from Vienna, says fif- 
teen were wounded on the Turkish side and 
twelve on the Greek. The correspondent 
giving these figuresadds: ‘‘The Greek gen- 
eral reported that after routing the Turks 
he thought it well to retreat 
ten kilometres within the Greek territory.’’ 
A Greek dispatch also represents the Turks 
as having captured the Greek position at 
Kutria, with two companies of light artillery. 
¥esterday’s royal decree of disbandment 
sends 50,000 Greek soldiers to their homes. 
No further hostilities are now apprehended by 
anybody. Turkey’s problem is how to get her 
army back again and disband them peaceably 
without funds. 

DR. O. W. HOLMES’ RECEPTION 
yesterday was of an extremely cordial charac. 
ter. Large numbers of highly distinguished 
persons called to pay their respects, but many 
people, I know, stayed away, not because 
they were not eager to pay their respects, but 
because Dr. Holmes wrote to the Times 
saying that he had been asked 
by a gentleman who introduced himself asa 
member of St. George's Club, to visit the club 
as a private guest, aud asking that he might 
therefore be permitted to go like anybody 
else. Under these circumstances many peo- 
ple felt it was rather impertinent to. forcea 
public reception upon him. 

Advices from Paris indicate that the Gov- 
ernment will probably shortly sanction the 
Panama Lottery debentures. 

THE DISSOLUTION OF PARLIAMENT. 

House of Commons, 6:30 P. m.—The state- 
ment just circulated by anews agency to the 
effect that Gladstone had tendered his resig- 
nation to the Queen this  after- 
noon is received here with absolute 
incredulity. I have every reason 
to believe that his visit was in view of the 
Queen’s departure to-morrow to get authority 
to dissolve Parliamentat once if the second 
reading is defeated, but 1 under- 
stood that a decision was reached 
in the Council this afternoon 
upon clause 24, which will satisfy the dissi- 
dents. Great confidence is being expressed 
here thatthe bill, therefore, is safe and will be 
read a second time.

IMPORTANT CABINET COUNCIL. 

LONDON, May 25.—1 r. M.—TheCabinet met at 
noon and is still in session. The conference is 
generally regarded as exceptionally important 
and as bearing directly on the political crisis. 
When the Cabinet had been in session a half 
houra special messenger was dispatched after 
Baron Herschell, Lord High Chancellor. He 
was atthe time engaged in a great law suit, 
but the nature of the summons he received in- 
duced him to abruptly cancel his engagement 
and repair at once to the Cabinet meeting. It 
is stated the Cabinet will certainly decide 


whether or not the Government will dissolve , 


Parliament and go to the country on the 
Premier’s Irish policy. 
PROBABLE DISSOLUTION. 

8 P. M.—The meeting of the Cabinet lasted 
an hour and twenty minutes. Five minutes 
after the adjournment Mr. Gladstone started 
for Windsor Castle to see the Queen.

DISABLED EX-CONFEDERATES. 


A Letter from Jefferson Davis to the Missis- 
sippi Legislature. 

Senators and Representatives of Mississippi: 

GENTLEMEN: On my return after a long 
absence from home I found your letter of 
the 27th ult. with the joint resolution of 
the Legislature inviting me to visit and 
orally or in writing address the two houses 
on the subject of the ‘‘establishment of a 
home for indigent and wounded Confeder- 
ate soldiers.“ 
Iam profoundly grateful for this mani- 
festation of regard by the Legislature 
of our State, and, as the day of your 
adjournment is near, the more deeply 
regret that your letter was not sooner 
received. Engagements which cannot 
consistently be postponed do not permit 
me again to leave home,immediately, and 
during my absence, not having access to 
your published proceedings, have no 
other information as to the scope of your 
contemplated action than so much as is 
contained in the announcement of the sub- 
2 on which I am invited to address the 

egislature. It would, therefore, not be 
possible to prepare a written address ap- 
propriate to the plan under consideration. 
The bill introduced by the Hon. J. 8. 
Madison was sent to me, but that had for 
its object a pension, not a home, and was 
restricted to the soldiers and sailors of the 
Confederate States from Mississippi. On 
the general proposition to afford. relief to 
the indigent who were disabled in the ser- 
vice they were commanded by their sov- 
ereign State to perform there can be little, 
if any, difference of opinion among us. 
The manner in which that relief may best 
be bestowed is a question to which no dis- 
tinct answer could probably be given. 
Very much will depend on the circum- 
stances, habits and education of the indi- 
viduals. 
The armies of the Confederacy were 
composed of the citizens of the States. 
They left their homes to defend the rights 
they inherited, and if they survived the 
war, hoped to return to those from whom 
they parted. The destruction of their 
home, and all that that word implies, 
could alone break the charm of associa- 
tions rendered more dear to them by the 
sacrifices they had made. To such as 
these less than the expenditure necessary 
to maintain the inmates of an organized 
soldiers’ home would give more happi- 
ness, if less comfort, than the military 
home would afford, governed with some- 
thing not unlike the discipline of a mili- 
a camp. 

entlemen, in view of my imperfect 

knowledge of the purpose of the Legisla- 
ture, you will please excuse the incon- 
clusive manerin which I have written, 
but before closing this letter, let me as- 
sure you of the gratified pride with which 
your generous purpose inspires me. The 
wish that something should be 
done for suffering Confederate 
soldiers, has ever been nearest to my 
heart, but, often as the thought unbidden 
rose, it was met by the remembrance that 
arson, pillage and confiscation had im- 
poverished our people, and that they had 
no other resource than direct taxation to 
provide for their needy and disabled de- 
fenders. Earlier than was anticipated 
the representatives of the people find the 
State able to be the performance of a 
duty commended alike by good morals 
and sound policy. Brave Mississippi? 
May the bread she casts upon the waters 
return to her manifold, and may peace 
and yey ever be throughout her bor- 
ders, ii the prayer of one whose boyhood’s 
aspiration was, and whose desire in age is, 
for her honor and prospersty. 

Please, gentlemen, to accept for your- 
selves and your associates the grateful ac- 
knowledgements of your friend.

A STARTLING EPISODE, 

Only a few weeks ago the whole com- 
munity was shocked by the part which 
the Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
played in connection with a conspiracy to 
induce certain persons to commit a crime. 
This attempt of a quondam private detect- 
ive to degrade the dignity of a State 
office to the level of his former calling, 
was such adisgraceful failure as to justify 
the hope that Prosecuting Attorney 
CLOVER would keep his office clear of all 
such practices in future. 

But yesterday a detective went on the 
witness stand and told the story of an 
alleged confession obtained from MaxwELL 
by methods and processes that have never 


since the days of the Star Chamber and 
the Tirus Oarxs trials. The story he told 
in substance was that, under the direction 
and with the connivance and assistance of 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney MCDONALD 
and Detective FURLONG, he had presented 
a forged draft ata bank, been arrested, ar- 
raigned and committed to jail as a forger, 
in order that he might, in the guise of a 
brother felon, elicit a confession from 
MAXWELL to be used against that prisoner, 
and at the same time entrap him and his 
attorneys intoa subornation of testimony, 
which should also be exposed at the trial. 

This method of obtaining evidence 
againsta prisoner involves the commis- 
sion of a crime by all concerned in it, and 
therefore differs matertally from using 
the testimony ofone partner in crime 
against another, as it differs also from 
using confessions obtained by detectives 
without committing crime. It is for the 
Court to say whether it can be legiti- 
mately and properly used in a bogus pro- 
ceeding of this kind, to practice an impo- 
sition upon a prisoner in its custody and 
awaiting trial before it. And the bar 
cannot too soon or too emphatically ex- 
press its opinion of this rather startling 
new departure, this swoop ofthe State’s 
department of public justice into the foul- 
est methods of shyster practice. 

Editor Sreap of the Pall Mall Gazette 
was tried and punished for procuring the 
commission of a crime in order to prove 
the presence and prevalence of the means 
and practice of such a crime. His only 
motive was to furnish a practical illus- 
tration for the guidance of a public inves- 
tigation. The illustration was furnished, 
but as the commission of a crime was a 
necessary incident of his well- meant de- 
vice, the proper legal penalty was im- 
posed as a vindication of vio lated law. 

The Prosecuting Attorney in the Max- 
well case has seen fit to procure the com- 
mission of a felony for the purpose of 
strengthening the case against the de- 
fendant, and cannot plead in extenuation 
that this crime was necessary to arm pub- 
lic justice or to expose an epidemic of se- 
cret crime and its tools, as in the Eliza 
Armstrong abduction case. Forgery and 
perjury have been committed,and the sol- 
emn guise and sanction of judicial pro- 
ceedings in Court have been used to impose 
on a prisoner in its custody andto make 
him testify against himself—a coercion 
which the Court had no authority to prac- 
tice upon him, and from which the maj- 
esty of the law and the dignity of the 
Court, if not the conscience of a State of- 
ficer, should have protected a prisoner on 
trial for his life. 

The office of a detective is not an elevat- 
ed one at best, whether the detective be a 
professional or an amateur, and there is 
a limit assigned to the range of legitimate 
detective work; it cannot offend against 
law and morals without incurring legal 
punishment and public obloquy. Whena 
public officer, representing the majesty 
of public justice as Prosecuting Attorney, 
not only hires detectives and conspires 
with them to manufacture testimony 
against a prisoner, but agrees to aid 
and protect them in the commission 
of actual crime in order to ex- 
tract from the prisoner a confes- 
sion which cannot be extorted from 
him by any lawful authority or pr&cess, 
it does seem that public justice cannot fall 
toa lower depth of degradation nor its 
ministers find a lower deep of shyster 
practice. 

The worst phase of this episode is that 
the case against MAXwgLL was stronger 
without this alleged confession than with 
it—was so strong without it that there was 
absolutely no apology for a resort to such 
unusual and questionable means of ob- 


‘taining evidence. 
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Ir is gratifying to note that the acute 
stage of the codfish crisis has not inter- 
fered with the flow of British hospitality 
in receiving and entertaining Dr. O. W.

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THE MYSTERIOUS CO-RESPONDENT IN THE 
BRIGHAM DIVORCE CASE. — 


Efforts of the Plaintiff's Counsel to Discover 
Mrs. Brigham’s Alleged Friend— Many 

Prominent Men Subjected to Unpleasant 
Interrogatories — How Gen. Butler Sup, 
pressed the Publication of Scandalous Alle- 
gations. :

New York, May 25.—There was a sensational 

case suppressed last week in Boston in the di- 


vorce suit of Robert B. Brigham against his |’ 


wife, Frances, and but for the adroitness of 
Gen. Butler it is said a well-known millionaire 
ot this city would have been seriously com- 
promised. The defendant,whom her husband 
charged with infidelity, has spent the greater 
portion of her time in New York for the past 
seven or eight years, during which time they 
have been separated. It was known in Boston 
that divorce proceedings were pending and 
when the case came up fortrial a great scandal 
was expected to be revealed. In this every- 
body was disappointed, for all the papers were 
submitted without argument and no witnedses 
examined. The co-respondent’s identity in 
the papers is concealed under the name of 
Mr. Bliss, who is said to be a prominent 
New York merchant. There exists a reason- 
able doubt that Mr. Brigham actually knows 
who this personage is. Numerous residents 
of both this city and Boston have been obliged 
to undergo an examination at the instance of 
his counsel, in the hope that they might 
criminate themselves in this action. 


Apparently such positive evidence as the hus- 
band had was confined to the testimony of a 
man named Johnson, whom he employed to 
investigate Mrs. Brigham’s habits and conduct 
at Sara Oa, where she made frequent visits. 
This admission he is reported to have made to 
the court where proceedings were begun in 
1875. Mr. Brigham and his wife are cousins 
and natives of Vermont. Their families oc- 
cupy high social positions there. The mar- 
riage took place November 17, 1870, and itis 
said that it was brought about through threats 
made against Mr. Brigham, in which 
THE MUZZLE OF A COCKED REVOLVER 
figures as a motive for his taking to himself a 
wife. For forty years he has been a resident 
of Boston, and there he lived in the same 
house with Mrs. Brigham until 1878. Prior to 
that time their marital relations were not 
pleasant,the wife absenting herselffrom home 
for weeks at a time. Mr. Brigham is said to 
have been anxious to be rid of his wife. One 
reason why his application for divorce was 
permitted to drag along for ten years before 
the case was submitted to the court, is rep- 
resented as being a counter libel filed by Mrs. 
Brigham. Objection to Mr. Brigham’s appli- 
cation is reported to have been bought off by 
his agreement to settle on his wife the sum of 
$10,000. Such a concession he is amply 
able to make, for he is a man 
of great wealth, and owner of the 
Holly Street Theater. Gen. Butler is said to 
have — 2 this settlement, and the expiana- 
tion for his client’s acquiescence was his desire 
that the woman who had borne his rame 
shouid not be left unprovided for. When Mrs. 
Brigham finally separated from her husband 
she came to New York. Here, it is repre- 
sented, she made the acquaintance of a 
weaithy merchant, who provided for her sup- 
port. For a time she occupied apartments 
over a business house at No. 297 Fifth avenue. 
Mrs. Martin, who now lives at 57 West Six- 
teenth street, formerly had rooms in the 
same house. The latter made a deposi- 
tion saying she was a visitor at Mrs. 
Brigham’s Fifth avenue apartments 
and there met a gentleman who was intro- 
duced to her as a Mr. Bliss, and was told that 
he wasa wealthy merchant downtown. On 
one or more occasions she accompanied them 
to places of amusement and subsequently to 
supper. Returning to the latter’s apartments 
she left Mr. Bliss alone with her hostess late 
at night. On the following morning about 8 
o’clock she met him in the hallway or on the 
stairs apparently 
JUST LEAVING MRS. BRIGHAM’S ROOM, 
Either Mr. Brigham or his counsel had numer- 
ous gentlemen on the list of those who were 
charged with havin improper relations 
with his wife. ne of these has 
been prominently mentioned in connection 
with the nomination to the mayoraity of New 
York. Anorder was obtained for his exam- 
mation as a witness in the divorce proceed- 
ings. After his deposition had been taken 
efforts were made last failto have him orally 
examined. J. M. Way, No. 223 Washington 
street, Boston, was originally counsel for Mr. 
Brigham, and Gen. Butler was subsequently 
called into the case. Frank Dupignac was en- 
gaged to take the deposition and testimony of 
the gentleman referred to. In his affidavit he 
swore the testimony was material to Mr. Brig- 
ham in the libel. Joseph B. Braman, a com- 
missioner for Massachusetts, was designated 
by the Court to take the deposition, but 
was obliged to adjourn the commission 
three different days. Judge Lawrence of the 
Supreme Court, having issued a subp@na 
compelling the attendance of the witness at 
one of Commissioner Braman’s adjourned 
sessions, 2 Donohue granted further ad- 
journment. his was granted upon the wit- 
ness’ afiidavit that he was ‘‘examined fully 
and at great length apon written interroga- 
tories submitted by both the libellant and the 
libellee in the proceedings.’’ Heclaimed that 
he was not required to submit totwo examina- 
tions and there is no provision under the 
Massachusetts law for an oral examination. 
Notice was given that application would be 
made in the courts of Massachusetts 
to vacate the proceedings for an 
oral examination. An order to 
show cause was afterwards granted by Judge 
Donohue, but when the matter had dragged 
along “until the last of December, it was 
dropped by consent of Mr. Brigham’s coun- 
sel. The impression was created by the 
anxiety ofthis gentleman to avoid testifying 
that he Was 
THE GUILTY ‘‘MR. BLISS,’’ 
but itis claimed by his counsel that there is 
absolutely no reason why his name should be 
associated with that of Mrs. Brigham in a 
compromising way. A positive denial of any 
and all insinuations was likewise made in the 
deposition that was taken. 

Edward H. Goff, President and General 
Manager of the American Electric Manufactur- 
ing Company at this city, yesterday said 
to the Post- DISPATCH correspondent: ‘‘There 
is no truth in an report that 
the gentleman you have referred to is the co- 
respondent in the Brigham suit.

Of course 
they will not, but the struggle over this of- 
fice has brought Mr. Carlisle more discomfort 
than any one incident in his public career. 
Mr. Willis, another Kentucky member, will 
have a hard fight for renomination on account 
of his decision in the Louisville Post-office 
case. One of the most bitter figuts of the year 
for a Post-oftice is now pending. Thisis over 
the San Francisco Post-office. Californiais as 
celebrated for its factional fights as Louis- 
jana. There are fifteenor twenty candidates 
for the San Francisco office, all backed by 
heated and excited partisans. The people ous 
in San Francisco are very much excited over 
it, judging by the number of denunciatory tel- 
egtams poured in upon the sident when- 
ever itis apparent that he is approaching a 
decision in favor of any one of the candidates. 
All of these candidates appear to hate each 
other with avirulent hatred and judging by 
what they say of each other they are all un- 
bunk villians.

Boomerang Sensations 
On the Public. 


The Testimony for the State 


Completed To-Day. 


The Suggestive Adjancts of the Tragedy 
Flirted in Court Again. 


—— — 


The Defense to Open Their Side of the 
Case To-Morrow Morning—An Unexciting 


Half-Day Session of Court—The Last Wit- 
ness for the Prosecution—Important Testi- 
mony Omitted—Mr. Fauntleroy’s Talk to 
the Judge—Report of the Proceedings. 


Maxwell is distictly gaining in public sym- 
pathy. Itisnot Maxwell who is making the 
gain; his constitutional tendency to lie, his 
inordinate vanity, which blazed his trail 
across the continent, his flippant and unfeel- 
ing conduct, preclude any progress in this 
direction. Neither are his attorneys by 
any act of their original conception cre- 
ating sentiment for him. Only a few of the 
many opportunities thrown in their way have 
deen at all effectively used. The defense have 
been bolstered in this regard from a direction 
least to be expected. They have won sym- 
pathy in spite oftheir client and themselves. 

The prosecution won it for them. The pro- 
secution have over-reached themselves and 
are piling up sentiment for the prisoner. They 
have proved his best friends. “To-day the 
eyes that were bent on the little defendant 
were kinglier than they ever had been. 

They were kindled by the same sentiment 
that causes a touch of pity when the meanest 
man who is down is kicked, and that abhors 
the leading of a dog into a trap. 

To an outside observer their attitude has not 
been based on the dignity of the law, which 
says let justice be done though the heavens 
tal but rather, Maxwell must be hanged by 
hook or by crook; not that the law must be 
vindicated, but that the prosecution must be 
glorified. The pursuit of the person has taken 
the place of the punishment of the criminal. 

Maxwell stood condemned yesterday by the 
weight of circumstantial evidence which ap- 
parently was uncontrovertible. It was a case 
so strong that doubt could scarcely enter the 
mind. The case might have rested there with 
assurance ofa verdict, Trickery was brought 
in to add strength to strength and the result 
was weakness. 

In a certain sense the use of Detective Mc- 
Cullough was a confession of weakness,in that 
it was an attempt by doubtful and dishonest 
means to add to what was already honestly 
strong. 

The reaction in favor of the prisoner was 
visible in every face. Vindictiveness and 
trickiness cannot compare with the spirit of 
fairness. 

To-day the prosecution went a step further 
and placed another lever in the hands of the 
defense. They refused to put on the stand a 
witness who is presumed to be one of the bul- 
warks of the prosecution. What their object is 
cannot be guessed, unless it be viewed in 
the light of an attempt to place the defense at 
a disadvantage. If this be the purpose, it is 
another evidence of trickery, which is the op- 
posite of the characteristics which are popu- 
larly believed to belong to the representa- 
tives of the law. It emphasized the attitude 
of the prosecution. 

As if to add as much as possible to this dis- 
advantage Judge Van Wagoner refused to 
hear any argument on the demand of the de- 
fense that the witness be brought into court 
by the prosecution or by the Court. 

The action of prosecution and Court from 
the standpoint of public sentiment was worth 
more than the testimony could ever have 
been, and the defense could not have asked 
for more than what the prosecution and the 
Court unwittingly gave them. 

Mr. Fauntieroy made the most effective 
point that he has yet scored for his client, and 
when the court adjourned Maxwell stood in a 
stronger position than he ever did since the 
beginning of the trial. 

It is a position that no accused man with the 
case he has against him is entitled to. 

Sometimes the biunders of the opposition 
are worth more than the brilliancy of an ad- 
vocate. 

What the effect is on the jury it would be 
I watched them closely, but 
little could be gained from observation. 
Judged by outside effect I should say that their 
sympathies are strengthened toward the pris- 
oner, but then there is a terrible array of facts 

dampen sympathies. 

As to Maxwell himself he has regained the 
greater partof his former composure. Only 
now and then the feverish anxiety for his own 
safety is shown in his face and actions and the 
hunted look creeps into his eyes, 

To-day ne evidently felt the strengthening 
of his position with the public,and in his shal- 
low view of life and attainments it is in the 
public, its comments, attentions, pity or con- 
demnation that he finds the prompting of his

THEY WANT THE CORONER. 

Mr. Fauntleroy obtained the floor at once. 
He said he expected the State to put the Cor- 
oner on the stand to testify as to the post- 
mortem examination. He said there had been 
many surprises in the case and this was one of 
them. Every one knew that a careful post- 
mortem had been made by an expert medical 
man. It was an ex parte investigation. 
No one represented the defendant and 
there was no one to bring a report of the post- 
mortem. The indictment stated that Preller 
had come to his death ina certain way, and 
now there isno evidence showing how he 
ca to his death. This isthe first time, he 
said, in his fifteen years’ experience that the 
prosecution had suppressed important evi- 
dence which was the evidence of the prosecu- 
tion. It may be that the Coroner discovered 
by his examination that Prelier came 
to his death by natural causes, and 
the cause of his death should be brought out 
in court. Dr. J. C. Nidelet’s name is signed 
to the Coroner’s report and he is an important 
witness. It is as much the duty of the prose- 
cuting a@orneys to protect the defendant as 
to see to the interests of the State. He should 
be accounted innocent and not guilty as the 
prosecution hold him. Dr. Nidelet is the 
prosecution’s witness and should be called by 
them and not 7 the defendant, as if 
the defendant called him they would be 
bound by dis testimony and would 
be cut off from cross-examination. Hé de- 
manded that the Court order the prosecution 
to produce the witness in court. 

Judge Van Wagoner said that such an order 
would, in his opinion, be extra judicial and it 
would be outside the province of the Court to 
issue it. 

Mr. Fauntleroy asked for time to produce 
authority on the subject, but the Court said 
that the question had been decided. Mr. 
Fauntleroy took exception. 

Mr. Fauntleroy wanted the Court to call the 
witness on its own account. 

The Judge peremtorily refused. 

Mr. Fauntleroy continued; the Court Yold 
him it did not want to hear him. 

Mr. Fauntieroy insisted and the Court in- 
sisted, and the Court finaily won. Mr. Faun- 
tleroy asked for only ten minutes to argue the 
point, but was refused. 

The Court asked if the defense was ready to 
proceed, and Mr. Fauntleroy asked first if 
an adjournment could not be taken 
until the hour for opening the afternoon 
session, and afterwards changed his request, 
asking for adjournment until to-morrow. 

The Court granted the request and adjourned 
until 10 o’ciock to-morrow morning. he de- 
tense wanted this time to consult on the sur- 
prising actions of the prosecution.

JUST LIKE SAVONAROLA. 


The Propensity Which Begot Fanaticism in 
the llorentine Led Maxwell to Murder. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In your issue of the 22d you presenta phre- 
nological dissection of Maxwell, the murder- 
er. I was remarkably impressed with the 
similarity between Maxwell’s profile and that 
of Sayonarola, the great Florentine orator 
and reformer. Pardon this association of two 
men so widely separated, not only in time, 
but also in purpose. Yet, when the hidden 


motives of the two men are as thoroughly dig- 
sected as their physical tage it will be 
seen that their is not so much difference be- 
tween them. 

The perpendicular line running from the top 
of Maxweli’s nose to the chin reveals an ante- 
rior portion precisely like that found in Savon- 
arola’s picture as presented in J. Donnally's 
Atlantis, . 198). In the latter instance, 
there is the slight difference of a retreating 
forehead; but there is preserved the same 
outline of nose, thethick, voluptuous lips and 
massive, murderous chin. In her Romola, 
George Eliot, the Shakspeare of the nine- 
teenth century, gives a most masterly delinea- 
tion of the charater of this remarkable Frote. 
She beyond doubt shows that the same pro- 
pensity which led Maxwell to murder Preller, 
assumed in the celebrated Florentine re- 
former, the phase of religiosity. 
And, therefore, by many it is sup- 

osed to be all the more. excusable, 

iowevcr, it was with Savonarola a no less 
absorbing passion and none the less morally 
culpable. 

This murderous propensity is depictedina 
a single sentence where the author makes Sa- 
vonarola true to bis character,say:‘‘The cause 
of my party is the cause of God's kingdom. 
Therefore, to secure the cause of his party he 
refused to lift his voice, though pleaded with 
by the cloquence of Romola, against the mur- 
der of the pure-hearted old man, Bernardo 
del Nero. Heand his associates in govern- 
meat stood between Savonarola and his dar- 
ling purposes of reform in the Kingdom 
of God; that is, his „party. 
The ey humane, non-murderous 

rinciple was fearlessly voiced by the heroine, 

omola: ‘*God’s kinedom is something wider 
—else let me stand outside it with the beings 
that I love. Is there virtually any difference 
between Maxwell and Savonaroia? In the 
former instance gold was the darling object 
between which and the murderer, Preller 
stood. In the latter God was honestly 
thought to be the object between which and 
Savonarola,Bernardo and his compeers stood. 
One, because he refused to exert his influence 
to prevent the execution of his rivals, be- 
comes a murderer for God's sake, and the 
other a murderer for gold’s sake. Here is a 
most emphatic moral lesson. If the two 
heads could de illustrated side by’ 
side, and the unseen motives.brought out, it 
would be seen that selfishness was the main- 
spring of action in both natures. And this 
factor in all crime is just as biameworthy in 
one who indirectly murders as in him whose, 
own hands manipulate the death-dealing in- 
strument. 

Of Savonarola’s head Ignatius Donnelly says: 
I it was dressed with a scalp-lock it would 

ass muster anywhere as a portrait of the 

an-Afraid-of-His-Horses or Sitting Bull.“ 
Savonarola, the flery reformer, was afterwards 
executed, as some pious persons would say, 
in ‘‘retributive justice’’ for the indirect 
sanction to the murder of the Medi- 
cean magnates. But in this enlightened 
Nineteenth century is repeated the same 
old Popish superstition, and the Mosaic fanat- 
icism of attempting to remedy one evil by 
committing another; of seeking to kill one 

oor, pitiable, insane man because he killed 

is fellow. Who will appear in ‘‘retributive 
justice,’’ and in turn, execute the Savonarola 
of to-day? Murder its thus madea chain of 
endiess succession. Maxwell should rather 
be confined and treated as a hopelessly mental, 
moral and physical insane patient.

PRESENT TO A PRETTY WIFE IN THE FORM 
OF DIVORCE. 


The Domestic Linen of a Young Couple 
Washed in Court To-Day—Jealousy and An- 
ger—Stormy Scenes in the Rumsey House- 
hold—Testimony of the Wife’s Sister—A Re- 
markable Case. 


The trial of the Rumsey contested divorce 
case, Wm. O. EKumsey against Mary J. Rum- 
sey, was called up this afternoon before Judge 
Thayer in Circuit Court No. 5. Mr. Rumsey is 
a member of the firm of Rumsey & Sikemeſer 
His 
wife, a young and beautiful woman of the Titi- 
an type, recently appeared in Judge Thayer’s 
court to give testimony on the question of ali- 
mony, pending the trial and de- 
termination of the case, and der 
attorney, Judge Valliant, has entered 
an answer in her bebalf which presents a re- 
markable picture of domestic infelicity. The 
case is warmly contested, Seneca Taylor rep- 
resenting the plaintiff, Mr. Ramsey, who goes 
into details in stating his grounds for adecree 
of divorce. 


THE HUSBAND’S STORY. 

The Rumseys were married at Oakland, St. 
Louis County, January 16, 1884, and they lived 
together two years- s. Rumsey was wooed 
and won from a store counter, her marked 
beauty and grace attracting the attention 
of the young manufacturer. She is a 
lady of slender form, above the 
medium hetght with a face of 
classic mold and arge, deep, lustrous eyes, 
hair of the Titian hue, and small, delicate 
hands, a true type of a handsome woman. She 
talks clearly and distinctly on the witness 
stand and has a happy faculty of expression. 
As a witness, the lawyers would say that she is 
well able to take care of herself. 

Mr. Rumsey alleges that one month after 
their marriage trouble began.

Rumsey further alleges that he had frequently 
to go out and get his meals as his wife 
negiected her domestic duties in that regard. 
He felt that he was in danger of his life on 
account of his wife’s violent temper and 
threats. He asks the court for the custody of 
the child, Helen, and states that his wife has 
no moral or religious rr and is un- 
fit to have the care of a child of such tender 
years. 

THE WIFE’S ANSWER. 

Mrs. ey in her answer denies that she 
rendered her husband’s condition intolerable, 
and alleges Mat he was crueland unkind toa 
degree. So far as his treatment of her 
would permit: she performed the duties 
of atrue and faithful wife, but he was at all 
times crue! and unjust. He failed to support 
her in the comfort that his means and 
position in life justified, and he 
was extremely jealous without cause. He 
falsely accused her of inviting attention from 
other men and said cruel, humiliating things 
in the presence of her young sister Katie.

It was the first intimation she had 
of his intentions, and she was amazed and 
cruelly wounded by the ruse. 
THE WIFE’S SISTER.

Miss Kitty lived with her sister and 
brother-in-law and took care of the baby.

RISKY TESTS. 


THE CHICAGO POLICE EXPERIMENT WITH 
THE CAPTURED ANARCHISTS’ BOMBS. 


Piece of Gas-Pipe Filled with Nitro-Glycer- 
ine and Other Explosives Blow Heavy 
Rocks Several Feet in the Air— Deadly 
Bombs Easily Concealed— The Impeach- 
ment of Milwaukee’s Polish Aldermen. 


Onlcaco, May 25’—Inspector Bonfield un- 
loaded one of the thirty-two gas-pipe bombs, 
found Sunday on Robey street, yesterday aft- 
ernoon. After the wooden plugs had deen re- 
moved from the ends of the pipe a large quan- 
tity of fine saw-dust rolled out upon the ta- 
ble. This saw-dust,’’ says the Inspector, 
as saturated with nitro-glycerine, and oc- 
pied about three inches of space inthis s0- 
calied bomb Whenallof thé explosive ma- 
terial had been removed, a dozen stones rolled 
out upon the table. They were such stones 
as might be picked up on the Lake beach, and 
ranged in size from a small pea to 
a large dean. They were nearly 
oval and remarkably white. The pipe 
itself was about eight inches long. 
and the wooden plug at éne end was put in 
with a fulminating cap or detonator about the 
size of a 22-caliber cartridge. A hole had been 
madein the centerof the peg, and running 
out of this orifice was a fuse six inches long. 
This so-called dynamite or nitro-glycerine is 
of home manufacture. The dynamite sold in 
the stores is mixed with clay and has the ap- 
pearance and consistence of putty. The dyna- 
mite found inthe bomb I opened, was very 
bright in color and looked like New Orleans 
sugar. Itis nothing more or less than very 
fine sawdust saturated with nitro-glycerine. 
In order to discover the destructive fire of 
these bombs I carried two of them to the 
prairie near Humboldt Park and fired them. 
The first experiment was madéat?2o’clock. 


I placed one ofthe bombs under a bowlder 
weighing 300 pounds and then ignited the 
fuse. We ran some distance away and awaited 
the explosion. Wehad barely stopped run- 
ning when a dull roar greeted our ears, and, 
turning round, we saw the great rock in mid- 
air and enveloped in a cloud of white smoke. 
The bowlder must have been lifted fully four 
feet from its resting place, but, strange to re- 
late, notan inch of its rugged surface had 
been chipped by the eruption. We then 
moved the stone to one side and searched for 
the bomb. A huge hole had been torn in the 
ground by the explosion, and in this crater- 
like basin we found fragments of the pipe 
buried, in many instances at a depth of two 
feet. This discovery explodes the theory which 
many people have held that the missiles 
piaced inthe bomb are discharged from the 
end at which the fulminating 7 is attached, 
thus leaving the pipe intact. he bomb we 
exploded was torn into fragments, many of 
the pieces resembling jagged pea-nut shells. 
The terrible wounds such a missile would in- 
flict if thrown in the midst ofa body of men, 
may be imagined. We then buried another 
bomb of the same description ata — — of ten 
or twelve inches and placed the bowider upon 
it. The explosion hurled the stone several 
feet away and filled the air with turf. Inves- 
tigation revealed the fact that the pipe had suf- 
fered the fate of its predecessor, ments of 
iron being found two feet below the surface of 
the ground. the devilish contriv- 
ances for taking human life, I thmk the 
——— bombs are the most to be feared. 

en could carry them aboutin their overcoat 
pockets without exciting the least suspicion, 
and Ihave no doubt that there were lots of 
them hidden in the pockets of the anarchists 
who attended the Haymarket meeting. To 
show you the danger attending the wholesale 
concealment of these infernal missiles it is 
only neags to say that nearly a score of 
children Were nearly blown to atoms yester- 
day by a bomb similar to the ones exploded 
during the afternoon. The urchins found the 
missile under a sidewalk on Bloomingdale 
road, and, thinking it some sort ofa flae- 
cracker, tried to explode it with matches. 
Happily the fuse had become detached from 
the detonator, thus making it almost impos- 
sible to discharge the load 2 up in the 
EP. The bomb was seized by an officer and 
on to the West Chicago Avenue Station. 


Impeachment of Alderman Ruadzinski. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 25.—The Special 
Committee appointed by the Common Council 
to investigate the charges of riotous conduct 
during the recent labor troubles onthe part 
of Alderman Rudzinski reported last evening 


in favor of impeachment charges. The report 
stated that the committee had investigated the 
charges made, and they were so far proven as 
to render it the duty of the committee to sub- 
mit charges and specifications. The specifica- 
tions set forth that Rudzinski, while acting as 
Alderman of the Twelfth Ward, ‘‘did wilfully 
utter and make use of seditious and inflamma- 
tory words and speeches, intended and calcu- 
lated to incite certain persons to commit acts 
of riot, disturbance, disorder, and breach of 


the peace, in violation of bis duty 
and obligation to the city, and 
this in disregard of the connsel 


of certain well-disposed persons who sought 
to allay and quiet the popular tumult and ex- 
citement,’’ ete. 

The report concluded with a resolution pro- 
viding for the appointment of a committee of 
five to investigate the charges, with a view to 
impeachment. 

Rudizinski demanded an immediate, open 
investigation. He was opposed to“ so much 
time and money being wasted in secret inves- 
tigations of imaginary sayings.’’ The chair- 
man of the committee replied that the charges 
were backed by incontrovertibie evidence, 
evidence which could not be lightly cast aside. 
**Anarchism and socialism,’’ concluded the 
speaker, ‘‘must be put down.’’ The date of 
trial, itis thought, will be fixed atthe next 
meeting.

THE CANTY TRIAL, | 


More Testimony Concerning the Safe Rob- 
bery Conspiracy—East St. Louis. 


The trial of D. J. and T. A. Canty ona charge 
of being accessories to the burglary of the 
East St. Louis City Clerk’s safe, is exciting 
great interest. The court- room was crowded 
yesterday afternoonto hear the testimony of 
Thos. Duffy who was convicted of the robbery 
and sent to the Chester Penitentiary for a term 
ot two years. Duffy, who until after receiy- 


ing his sentence, implicated no one in the rob- 
bery but Kgan and Clark, testified substan- 
tially as follows yesterday afternoon: 

In the latter part of March, 1884, I met Dennis 
J. Canty, theu City Clerk of East St. Louis, in 
Shea’s saloon, and he told me that unless he 
was re-elected he could not square up his ac- 
counts, and he wished somebody would come 
along and blow the safe to hell. The next day 
I met him again in the same place, and he told 
me that I could make a good stake by doing 
the job. lIagreed, but being unable to procure 
& professional cracksman myself, I took Egan 
into my confidence and he got Clark. Canty } 
was taken sick afew days atter I agreed to do, 
the job for him and I did not see him again 
until after he came out of the hospital. 
Ithen told him that I had everything ar- 
ranged, and he said all right, and told me 
where I would find the money in the safe. On 
the day of the robbery, I met T. A. Canty and 
told him that we were going to do the job 
that night and he said,‘ Ali right.’ The amount 
of cash taken from the safe was about $3,000 
but no scrip was taken.’’

was Major Lawrence Harrigan, Ex-Chief of 
Police of St. Louis. Mr. Harrigan 
said that onthe morning of the robbery Chief 
Halloranand T. A. Canty came over to see 
him, and informed him of what had occurred. 
He sent over two detectives, who, after an 
investigation came to the conclusion that 
Duffy must have been in the robbery. He 
then asked Halioran how he stood with the 
Council.

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A FIELD OF FLAMES. 


The Edgar and Duff Natural Gas Wells Still 
Burning. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 25.—The new Edgar 
natural gas well, which the manufacturer’s 
company brought in last Saturday, and which 
was set on fire by lightning about three hours 
later, is still burning, the flames reaching into 
the air nearly 200 feet. No attempt has as yet 
been made to extinguish the burning gas, 
and it is probable that it will be left to blow 
and burn for several days. 

The Duff well in Murrysville, which was also 


struck by lightning on Saturday, is still 
burning, and no attempt has been made to put 
out the flames. Considerabie fear is expressed 
in Murraysville, since the Duff and the two 
Philadelphia Company wells were set on fire 
by lightning, over the McWilliams well of the 
Chartier Company. This is the well which 
caused the terrible disaster at that place some 
weeks ago. It has never yet been cased off 
and the gas escapes from the hole in close 
proximity to a number of buildings. The 
majority of the other wells in the town, not 
turned into the pipe lines, have been shutin 
completely so that no gas escapes. 


Oil Works Burned. 


ERTW, Pa., May 2%.—The Eclipse Lubricating 
Oil Company’s Works, owned by the Standard 
Company, took fire at midnight and were en- 
tirely consumed. The fire originated from the 
watchman’s lamp, which exploded, firing 
the room, burning the watchman severcly and
